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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC§112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 25 and 46 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, because the best 
mode contemplated by the inventor has not been disclosed. Evidence of conceahnent of the best 
mode is based upon how to access the information since there are many different ways to access 
the information. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 25 and 46 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefmite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. It is unclear how to access the information since there are many 
different ways to access the information. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§ 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 18-20, 24-28, 37-41 and 45-50 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 

over Bouse (US 2004/0019461) in view of Koemer (US 6 820584). Bouse discloses an outboard 

motor with a fault indicator in an internal combustion engine. A feedback signal is used to 

control the operational condition of the motor. However, Bouse does not show the specific 

location for the indicator, the use of a visual device for feedback/alarm. Koemer shows that the 

use of a warning system with a visual indicator is old and well known in the art. Since the prior 

art references art from the same field of endeavor, the purpose disclosed by Koemer would have 

been recognized in the pertinent art of Bouse. Therefore, it would have been obvious at the time 

the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to provide the device of Bouse 

with the visual indicator as taught by Koemer. Regarding the location for the indicator, i.e., 

moimted on the engine, it would have been considered to be an obvious choice of mechanical 

design because one skilled in this art is familiar with basic control mechanic and normally has 

the laboratory test facilities. To optimize or select the suitable location for the indicator would be 

within the ability of ordinary skilled in this art. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 21-23 and 42-44 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 
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Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments filed September 9, 2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. The selection of locating the indicator would be within the ability of one of 
ordinary skill in the art.
